PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  ON  THE  "GOALS  FOR  NI"  MEETING 

As  announced  in  the  November  NI  Bulletin,  a "Goals  for  NI"  meeting  took 
place  on  November  11,  1972  as  the  first  step  in  determining  the  direction 
NI  will  take  and  the  goals  NI  will  strive  for  in  the  future.  Here  is 
my  synopsis  of  the  meeting.  Please  read  it  and  see  where  you  can  join 
in  directing  NI's  future. 

The  meeting  opened  at  9:00  A.M.  and  the  major  topics  of  discussion  were 
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as  follows : 


Membership 


With  respect  to  membership,  the  concensus  was  that  NI  should  not 
restrict  either  the  size  of  the  membership  or  the  geographical  location. 
Promotion  should  be  "low  key"  and  low  cost  but  effective,  in  order  to 
attract  the  largest  number  of  quality  members  while  maintaining  a low 
turnover.  It  was  agreed  that  the  types  of  memberships  should  be 
reviewed  by  a committee. 

Services  and  Activities 


--  Mail  Auctions  -- 

Over  20$  of  our  membership  participate  in  the  mail  auction 
program  and  it  has  produced  significant  revenue.  For  these  reasons 
it  was  felt  that  it  should  be  continued  and  improved.  It  was  also 
agreed  that  the  mail  auction  administration  should  remain  outside 
of  Dallas,  Texas.  If  you  are  interested  in  helping,  please  contact 
me  as  due  to  reasons  beyond  their  control  our  present  committee  in 
North  Little  Rock,  Arkansas  has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  job 
at  the  end  of  this  year. 

--  Coin  and  Book  Sales  — 

More  than  15$  of  our  membership  avail  themselves  of  the 
coin  and  book  sales  service.  Again,  this  service  produces  much 
needed  revenue.  The  majority  voted  to  upgrade  and  promote  this 
service  also. 

--  Library  Services  -- 

Even  before  the  NI  Goals  meeting,  steps  had  been  taken  to 
upgrade  and  expand  our  library  service.  The  services  committee 
will  consider  a specail  library  budget,  better  attribution  service 
and  a monthly  report  among  other  improvements.  You  can  expect 
to  hear  about  their  activities. 

Publications 


The  Goals  team  decided  to  increase  the  bulletin  to  300  pages 
total  for  1973,  an  average  of  25  pages  per  month.  That's  a 27$ 
increase.  This  increase  is  mainly  funded  by  the  increase  in  dues  but 
is  also  helped  by  some  innovating  thinking  on  the  part  of  the  team. 
Other  ways  to  improve  the  NI  Bulletin  were  also  discussed  and  you  can 
expect  to  hear  more  about  this  in  the  near  future. 

Management  and  Structure 

A large  part  of  the  discussion  at  the  NI  Goals  meeting  was  center- 
ed around  the  question  - "How  can  we  get  more  people  outside  of  Dallas 
involved  in  NI  without  losing  management  effectiveness?"  Nothing  was 
decided,  as  indeed  was  the  plan  for  this  first  meeting,  however  many 
good  items  for  future  investigation,  such  as  Chapters,  separation  of 
NI  world-wide  from  the  Dallas  local  functions  and  election  of  officers 
from  the  membership-at-large  were  discussed. 


Other 


Other  items  discussed  too  briefly  to  report  here  were  Public 
Relations,  Funding,  Budget  and  Awards. 

As  a result  of  these  discussions,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  several 
.committees  to  study  these  various  areas  and  report  back  to  the  next  NI 
fGoals  meeting  (at  some  future  date  during  1973)  and  the  Board  of 
Governors.

The  Ghadhiya  Paisas  are  found  in  Kutch  mostly  near  the  sea  shore  of 
BHADRESWAR,  a nice  Jain  pilgrimage  place  on  the  western  coast.  These 
coins  were  issued  by  Sassanian  of  Iran  and  there  is  doubt  that  these 
"Altar"  type  of  coins  were  also  struck  for  circulation  in  the  West 
Indian  regions  in  the  period  of  Chandragupta  II.  All  of  these  debased 
coins  follow  the  weight  standard  of  their  Sassanian  originals,  which 
represented  the  Attic  drachma  of  67.5  grains.

T WOULD  BE  HARD  TO  FIND  ANOTHER  SUBJECT  THAT  EMBODIES  AS 
much  misinformation  and  partial  truths  as  heraldry. 

For  some  unknown  reason,  much  of  the  misinformation 
concerning  heraldry  seems  to  be  perpetuated  regularly 
as  gospel  truth.  Why  this  should  be  so  is  truly  strange 
since  there  is  a wealth  of  factual  information  readily 
available  in  nearly  every  public  or  school  library. 

I can  only  surmise  that  like  many  other  areas  of  knowledge,  the  study 
of  heraldry  is  not  one  of  general  appeal  and  it  is  simply  easier  to 
listen  to  commonly  held  folklore  and,  in  turn,  pass  it  on  as  truth.

As  in  many  areas  of  little  known  subjects,  the  profit  motive  is  active 
in  the  sale  of  quasi  heraldry  today.  One  sees  many  acfe  in  newspapers 
,d  magazines  urging  one  and  all  to  send  in  his  name  and  check  and 
ely  standby  to  receive  his  family  coat  of  arms  suitable  for  framing, 
t has  been  said  many  ways  and  it  still  holds  true  that  for  every 
gullible  soul  there  are  ten  eager  salesmen  available  to  fleece  him. 
Instant  ancestors,  links  with  royalty,  scions  of  ancient  and  honorable 
houses  and  snob  appeal  obviously  are  strong  selling  points  or  there 
would  not  be  so  many  firms  selling  so  many  plaques,  simulated  parch- 
ment, enameled  plates  and  other  impedimenta  of  dubious  heraldry  to  so 
many  cash  paying  patrons.  While  I am  a firm  believer  in  free  enter- 
prise, I can  only  hope  the  buyers  of  these  pretty  but  spurious  coats 
of  arms  do  not  take  themselves  or  their  newly  acquired  status  seriously. 


Americans  generally  do  not  have  a history  or  general  knowledge  of 
coats  of  arms  since  we  never  have  had  a sovereign  to  award  same  to  us. 
The  king  has  always  been  the  fount  of  all  honor  and  since  we've  never 
had  a king,  our  use  of  coats  of  arms  has  been  limited  to  government 
seals,  flags  and  military  patches  and  emblems.  Lacking  this  heritage, 
which  is  more  common  in  Europe,  we  are  nevertheless  surrounded  with 
various  present  day  forms  of  heraldry.  These  are  seen  in  trademarks, 
corporate  symbols,  educational  institutions'  badges,  fraternal  emblems, 
flags  and  governmental  seals.  These  pictorial  representations  serve 
the  same  purpose  as  the  original  coats  of  arms,  namely  they  identify  a 

Iroduct,  institution,  organization  or  corporate  body. 

eraldry,  which  is  the  art  and  science  of  coats  of  arms,  developed  and 
grew  out  of  practical  necessity  in  western  Europe  (mainly  England  and 
France)  in  the  12th  and  13th  centuries.  As  the  armor  of  soldiers  be- 
came more  complex  and  covered  more  of  the  body  and  face  of  the  wearer, 
a need  arose  whereby  a warrior  could  be  readily  identified.  The 
feudal  system  was  becoming  more  clearly  defined  at  the  same  time  so 
it  was  necessary  for  vassals  to  be  able  to  recognize  their  overlord 
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and,  in  turn,  have  some  way  to  identify  themselves  with  him  and  their 
own  followers.  The  most  convenient  method  of  identification  was  on 
the  large  shield  carried  by  each  soldier.  The  shields ' large  plain 
surfaces  were  natural  to  be  colored  and  designed  in  different  patterns. 
Early  shields  were  constructed  of  wood  often  covered  with  boiled 
leather,  with  bands  of  iron  to  strengthen  them  and  hold  the  strips  of 
wood  together.  Many  early  shields  were  painted  in  bright  colors  in 
simple  geometric  patterns  or  designs  and  merely  followed  the  lines  of 
the  iron  bands  which  madeup  the  construction  of  the  shield  (Figures  1-5

Coats  of  arms  displaying 
these  simple  compositions 
are,  therefore,  frequently 
very  old.  Since  a coat  of 
arms  can  only  be  held  by 
one  man,  later  coats  became 
more  complex  so  as  not  to 
duplicate  earlier  arms. 

Specific  rules  were  developed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  heraldry 
and  were  rigidly  enforced. 

The  rules  all  had  sound 
reasons  behind  them  as  will 
become  evident.  The  basic 
rules  are  as  follows : colors 

are  not  displayed  on  colors. 
The  colors  are  blue  (azure), 
red  (gules),  black  (sable), 
green  (vert),  and  purple 
(purpure).  Instead  of  a 
color,  a metal  is  displayed 
on  a color.  The  metals  are 
gold/yellow  (or)  and  silver/ 
white  (argent).  Color  is 
displayed  on  a metal.  This 
basic  rule  insures  the  prime 
function  of  a coat  of  arms 
which  is  ready  identification 
The  third  basic  element  in 
heraldry  are  the  furs. 

These  are  ermine  (white  back- 
ground with  black  tails), 
counter  ermine  (black  back- 
ground with  white  tails), 
erminois  (gold  background 
with  black  tails),  and  vair 
(alternate  blue  and  white 
squirrel  skins).  Furs  are 
placed  on  colors  or  metals. 
Metals  or  colors  are  placed 
on  furs.

Starting  with  the  basic 
shield,  the  main  background 

or  "field"  is  either  a color,  metal  or  fur.  Everything  else  on  the 
shield  is  placed  upon  the  field  until  the  arms  are  completed.  When  a 
written  description  or  "blazon"  is  made  of  a coat  of  arms,  the  field 
appears  first.  Example:  argent  (white,  the  basic  color  of  the  field), 

a chevron,  sable  (black)  (Figure  6). 
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There  are  exceptions  to  the  basic 
rules  and  the  one  best  known  is 
the  arms  of  Jerusalem  which  has 
a white  (argent)  field  with  a 
large  yellow  (or)  cross  and  four 
small  yellow  crosses.  But  gen- 
erally the  rules  prevail.

Coat  armor  or  a coat  of  arms 
originally  was  just  what  the 
name  implies.  A linen  or  coarse 
fabric  surcoat  worn  over  a suit 
of  armor  which  displayed  the 
wearer's  colors  and  devices. 

His  shield,  trappings  on  his 
horse,  his  flag  or  pennon  would 
all  carry  his  arms.  His  flag 
could  be  different  or  combine 
additional  elements  such  as  a 
personal  badge  with  his  arms. 

His  loose  surcoat  displaying  his 
arms  not  only  identified  him,  it 
served  the  practical  purpose  of 
keeping  him  warm  and  dry  in  cold 
or  wet  weather  and  kept  him  from 
roasting  in  hot  weather. 


Other  basic  patterns  and  forms  were  employed  by  persons  granted  the 
use  of  coats  of  arms.  Figures  7-H  represent  some  of  these  patterns 

♦i  are  called  "ordinaries".  Carrying  the  patterns  a step  further, 

ordinaries"  (Figures  12-16)  are  still  simple  in  design.  "Charges" 
(Figures  17-21)  are  heraldic  representations  of  objects,  animals, 
plants,  buildings  and  natural  elements  (stars,  rivers,  clouds,  etc.) 
adopted  for  use  in  coats  of  arms.  Charges  are  nearly  always  stylized 
and  often  do  not  resemble  the  actual  object  being  portrayed.  When  a 
charge  is  portrayed  in  a true  to  life  manner  in  a coat  of  arms,  it  is 
said  to  be  shown  "proper". 

Another  rule  of  heraldry  which  has  its  basis  in  sound  logic  and  bom 
of  necessity  is  that  only  one  man  can  own  or  hold  a specific  coat  of 
arms.  If  a dozen  men  in  full  armor  on  a battlefied  all  wore  the  same 
coat  of  arms,  the  whole  intent  of  being  able  to  identify  a leader  or 
enemy  would  be  defeated.  True,  there  were  instances  where  several 
knights  would  appear  on  the  battlefield  displaying  the  royal  arms  to 
confuse  an  anemy  but  this  was  a piece  of  strategy  and  done  for  a 
purpose.  But  the  rule  applies  throughout,  one  man,  one  coat  of  arms. 
The  common  misconception  that  there  is  such  a thing  as  a family  coat 
of  arms  is  true  only  in  so  much  as  the  same  coat  of  arms  is  passed 
from  father  to  eldest  son  or  daughter  if  there  is  no  son.  Members  of 
a family  can  and  do  bear  the  same  basic  coat  of  arms  but  only  the 
rmhtful  holder  bears  them  as  granted.  Everyone  else  must  have  some 
of  differencing"  the  basic  arms.  For  sons  in  a family,  English 
:^Mildry  has  specific  differencing  or  "cadency"  marks  through  the 
eighth  son  (Figures  22-29).  Upon  the  death  of  the  father,  the  eldest 
son  inherits  his  father's  arms  and  he  removes  his  cadency  mark  (label) 
z>ut  his  brothers  retain  their  differencing  marks.  This  is  the  law  of 
arms  that  makes  it  impossible  for  someone  to  buy  a family  coat  of 
arms  by  mail  order  based  on  his  name  (which  may  have  been  changed 
at  Ellis  Island  by  a few  strokes  of  a clerk's  pen).

The  arms  of  a female  are  displayed  not  on  a shield  which  would  be  un- 
seemly for  a gentlewoman,  but  on  a diamond  shape  or  "lozenge".  A 
churchman  displaying  his  arms  usually  uses  an  oval  cartouche.  Many 
coins  of  Salzburg  and  other  church  held  fiefs  employ  this  form  of 
arms  surmounted  with  the  hat  of  the  prince  bishop.  The  number  of 
tassels  displayed  on  the  cords  falling  from  the  hat  on  either  side  of 
the  arms  indicate  the  rank  of  the  arms  holder,  i.e.  fifteen  for  a 
cardinal,  ten  for  an  archbishop  (Davenport  124-2,  1252,  and  many 

others)  and  six  for  a bishop. 

The  full  coat  of  arms  is  rendered  in  such  a way  as  to  show  the  owner's 
full  "achievement"  (Figure  30)-  Each  component  of  the  achievement 
has  a specific  name  (Figure  3l)  but  does  not  necessarily  become  the 
property  of  any  or  all  heirs.  The  shield  is  the  basic  element  of  the 
arms  and  other  features  can  vary  depending  upon  the  awards  or  honors 
conferred  upon  the  holder.  Coins  of  Great  Britain  often  display  the 
Order  of  the  Garter  encircling  the  royal  arms  (Victoria  Sixpence- 
Jubilee).  Coins  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  Spain,  Burgundy,  and 
holdings  of  the  Hapsburgs  frequently  display  the  collar  of  the  order 
of  the  golden  fleece  (Davenport  1052,  IO56,  and  1691).  These  two 
orders  are  orders  of  chivalry  that  were  highly  coveted  but  were  not 
inherited  with  the  coats  of  arms.

Coats  of  arms  of  individuals  did  not  stay  simple 
for  very  long  if  the  two  main  pastimes  of  feudal 
European  lords,  namely  warfare  and  marriage  al- 
liances, were  successful.  As  a man  either  won 
by  force  of  arms  another  fief  or  married  the 
heiress  to  one,  he  added  the  newly  acquired  coat 
of  arms  to  his  own.  By  marriage  three  methods 
were  employed  to  display  the  new  arms.  The 
shield  could  be  divided  equally  down  the  center 
(impalement)  (Figure  32)  with  his  arms  on  the 
right  side  (dexter  and  his  right  as  he  holds 
the  shield  and  the  side  of  honor)  and  his  wife ' s 
on  the  left  (sinister)  side.  A more  common 
method  was  to  quarter  the  shield  (Figure  35)- 
This  provided  four  equal  areas  to  display  his 
arms  twice,  in  the  first  or  honored  quarter  and 
the  fourth,  while  his  wife ' s arms  were  shown  in 
the  second  and  third  quarters  (Figure  3*0  • 

Should  his  wife  be  an  heiress  to  a great  holding 
which  could  be  of  greater  importance  than  his 
own  heritage,  her  arms  could  be  placed  on  an 
escutcheon  of  pretense  (Figure  35)- 

A shield  can  and  often  does  have  more  than  four 
different  quarters  but  no  matter  how  many  di- 
visions there  are  on  the  shield,  they  are  always 
called  quarters.  Some  arms  display  quarters  of 
sixteen  or  more.  Anyone  who  has  seen  or  studied 
the  early  thalers  of  the  various  houses  of  Saxony 
has  encountered  the  Germanic  habit  of  displaying 
everything  the  issuer  could  lay  claim  to  in  his 
arms.  This  included  the  helms  and  crests  as 
well  as  the  basic  arms.  While  this  method  can 
often  be  confusing,  it  does  enable  the  numis- 
matist to  identify  the  issuer  and  even  the  period 
within  his  rule  by  paying  close  attention  to  the 
changes  in  his  arms  (Davenport  266k,  26  j8,  2735> 
and  2740). 

An  area  of  confusion  and  misconception  frequently 
voiced  is  that  the  charges  or  elements  of  a coat 
of  arms  have  to  mean  something  related  to  the 
name,  accomplishments  or  geographic  feature  of 
the  original  holding  is  simply  not  true.  There 
are  many  instances  where  arms  refer  to  a name. 
These  are  called  punning  or  canting  arms.  The 
English  Pope,  Adrian  IV,  whose  family  name  was 
Breakspear  has  a broken  spear  as  a charge  in 
his  arms.  There  are  many  other  examples  but  is 
certainly  not  tine  in  every  case.  A coat  of 
arms  can  refer  to  a topographical  feature  es- 
pecially in  the  arms  of  a city.  Many  civic  arms 
refer  to  a river,  the  sea,  or  similar  feature 
(Oxford  in  England)  or  to  an  element  of  import- 
ance to  the  local  economy  such  as  fishing, 
mining,  or  shipping.  But  to  seek  for  significance 
in  every  charge  in  every  coat  of  arms  will  lead 
the  seeker  far  astray  into  the  paths  of  personal 
whim,  fashion  or  artistic  design.  For  our 
purposes,  mainly  the  identification  of  coins  by 
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Figure  35 


means  of  recognition  of  coats  of  arms,  the  various  forms  of  the  Spanish 
arms  displaying  the  castle  of  Castile  and  lion  of  Leon  bear  out  the 
obvious  canting  feature  of  these  arms  (Figure  36).  The  arms  of  France 
(modem)  being  three  gold  fleur  de  lis  on  a blue  field  (Figure  37) 
are  readily  recognized  but  do  not  refer  in  any  way  to  the  name.

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The  pre-15th  century  French  (ancient)  arms  were  smaller  fleur  de  lis 
scattered  (seme')  over  a blue  field.  The  arms  displayed  in  Figure  38 
are  found  on  Danish  speciedaler  (Davenport  1311)  and  include  the  three 
blue  (azure)  lions  on  a gold  (or)  field  seme'  with  red  (gules)  hearts, 
the  three  gold  crowns  on  a blue  field  for  Sweden  and  silver  (argent) 
lion  and  battle  axe  on  a red  field  for  Norway.  The  arms  of  the  king- 
dom of  Saxony  (Figure  39)  are  found  in  many  forms  when  quartered  by 
the  many  branches  of  the  house  of  Saxony  but  basically  are  stripes 
(barry)  of  ten,  gold  and  black  (sable)  a crown  of  rue  in  bend  vert 
( green) .

Portugal's  arms  (Figure  i+0)  of  a red  bordered  white  shield  with  gold 
castles  in  the  border  and  five  blue  escutcheons  on  the  white  field  are 
found  on  coins  of  many  eras  and  locations  under  her  imperial  control. 

Color,  which  is  so  important  in  heraldry,  is  rendered  in  a special  way 
on  coins.  The  arrangement  of  fine  lines  in  different  patterns  for  the 
colors  and  metals  assists  in  identifying  the  arms.  Silver  is  left 
blank,  gold  is  shown  as  fine  dots,  red  as  vertical  lines,  blue  as 
horizontal  lines,  black  as  a crosshatch  of  vertical  and  horizontal 
lines,  green  as  diagonal  lines  from  the  viewers  left  to  right  and 
purple  as  diagonal  lines  from  the  viewers  right  to  left.  Furs  are 
distinctive  by  their  usual  patterns  (Figures  1+1-50).

MORE  ON  "COINS  OF  TRIPURA  AND  ASSAM"  (PUBLISHED  IN  NOV-  1972  BULLETIN) 
Letter  from  Charles  K.  Panish 

I read  with  much  interest  the  article  on  some  coins  of  Tripura  and 
Assam  which  appeared  in  the  November  N.I-  Bulletin,  based  upon  infor- 
mation furnished  by  Mr.  Olmsted.  He  deserves  a vote  of  thanks  for 
bringing  attention  to  a little  known  coinage. 

Unhappily,  the  Tripura  coins  are  almost  always  poorly  engraved  - often 
to  the  point  of  illiteracy  - so  it  is  natural  that  some  differences  of 
opinion  will  be  found  to  exist  in  the  details  of  the  transliterations 
and  the  dates  given  in  the  Bulletin. 

Without  going  into  needless  detail,  perhaps  the  readers  would  be 
interested  in  knowing  the  names  of  the  rulers  to  whom  these  coins 
should  be  attributed.  They  are  as  follows: 

TRIPURA 

1.  Vijaya  (Bijoy)  Manikya,  AD  1532-1564.  AR  rupee,  with  name  of 
Queen  Lakshmi  Ranidevi,  dated  S.1482  (AD  1560). 

2.  Dharmma  Manikya,  AD  1713-1732-  Rupee  dated  S.1636  (AD  1714) . 

3-  Vijaya  (Bijoy)  Manikya,  AD  1532-1564.  AR  rupee  with  name  of 

Queen  Lakshmi  Mahadevi,  dated  S.1458  (AD  1536). 

4.  Amara  Manikya,  AD  1577-1585*  AR  rupee  with  name  of  Queen 
Amaravathi  Mahadevi,  dated  S.1499  (AD  1577). 

5.  Same  as  No.  4,  but  dated  S.1502  (AD  1580). 

ASSAM 

6.  Bharatha  Simha,  Raja  of  Rangpur,  AD  1791-1793  and  AD  1796-1797- 
AR  rupee  dated  S.1719  (AD  1797). 

Coins  No.  1 thru  5 were  minted  at  Lakshmipura,  the  capital  of  Tripura 
until  1733*  Coin  No.  6 was  minted  at  Rangpur.
